2. (previously presented) The method of claim L wherein a certificate 
holder may enter a plurality of access codes and passwords via the iietwork, 
each of the plurality of access codes and passwords corresponding to a single 
insured of a plurality of insureds. 

3. (previously prese?ited) The method of claim 2, furt^her coinprising: 
pernutting the certificate holder to view insuraiice iirformation for each 

of the plurality of insureds simultaneously via the iietwork; and 

displaying a compliance report to the ceitificate holder, the compliance 
report, indicating which of each of the plurality of insureds' insurance 
information violates the set of insurance rec|uirements, 

4. (previously presented) The method of claim 3, wherein the 
compliance report is presented as a table, the ta.ble havi.rig one row 
corresponding to each of the plurality of insureds aiid one column 
corresponding to each requirement of the set of insurance rec|uireinents.

receiving insurance information for proof of insurance from an 
agent for an insured of the agent; 

storing the insurance information electronically m a database; 

comparing the insurance infbriTiation to a certificate holder's 
insui'aiice requirements for the insured to determine whether the insured 
complies With the certificate holder's insurance requirements; and 

providi.rig the i.risorance informaticri as proof of insurance fro.m 
the database over a network to the certiticate holder who is not the 
agent, the proof of insuraiice indicating whether the insured complies 
with the certificate holder's insurance requirements. 
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16. (previously presented) The system of claim 15, further comprismg 
computer-implen^ented iiistructions for generating a compliance report 
summarizing the compliance status of each coverage for all insureds. 

!7 i previously presented) The sy.siem of claim i5., wherein provuhng 
the insurance infonnation to the certificate holder is for each insured for whom 
the certificate holder has an access code and password 

18. (previously presented) 'Fhe system of claim 15, further comprismg 
computer-implemented instructions for issuing electronic notices to the 
certificate holder. 

19. (previously presented) ITie system of claim 15, fnrt,her con\prisi.rig 
computer-impiemented instructioiis for indicating whether the at ieast one 
insured's coverage is cancelled or expired. 

20. (previously presented) The system of claim IS, further comprising 
computer-implemeiited mstructions for providing a ceitificate holder with 
iiiteraet access to the insurance information from a centralized certificate 
storage reposito.ry. 

21. (previously presesited) The system of clami 15, further comprising 
compuier-implemented insiiuciions for comparing ccridlcaies to a certificate 
holders custom requirements.
